the best is an incircuit emulator. There are several that can plug into 

an expansion slot of a pc. they can run your code stand-alone or replace 

the micro-p in your hardware circuit and then drive your hardware. The 
software on the pc that controls the emulator gives you a very good window 
into the micro-p itself. The prices range from $495 upwards. This is 
probably not what you were asking for, but they sure make micro-p development 
a snap. I would be interested in anything you come up with on the simulator.

Absolutely true. As a an Aix Force MARS operator (AFB1WA) I can tell you 
that the FCC has no authority over Federal Government Radio Stations. 
Federal Government operations are coordinated by something called 

the Interdepartmental Radio Coordinating Committee (or something like 
that.. I sure someone will post the correct title). This is the 
organization that coordinates frequency usage and tolerance for 

US Government operations. 


Incidently, when I operate my station as WB2BOO I come under FCC authority; 

when I operate on USAF frequencies as AFB1WA I come under the control of USAF 
Communications Command, the USAF Frequency Coordinating Office and the 

above mentioned committee. No type acceptance is required; I am responsible for 
frequency tolerance. On HF, we generally have assigned frequency monitoring 
stations (FYMON's) to check our tolerance. 


By the way, I'm retired from CAP. CAP as a federal non-profit corporation is 
under FCC juristiction in the Aviation Service. The FCC waived type acceptance 
for them due to the volunteer nature of their operation. They do have frequency 
tolerances that 

have to be met and an FCC commercial license is required to adjust the frequency 
on their sets. There was a plan to move them as the USAF Auxiliary to USAF 
control, but it didn't go through due to USAF budgetary restraints. 
Type acceptance is basicly designed to ensure that the real appliance operator in 
other services (the fireman, the EMT, etc) will not interfere with other services. 
Perhaps there should be exceptions for such a person who also holds a commercial 
or an am 
ateur license. 


I for one appreciate modifications for out of Amateur band operations; one of 

the major stumbling blocks for many Hams to get involved in MARS is finding 

such modificaction information for their rigs. This forum provides a good channel 
for desseminating such information.
